- A heat-shrinkable polyester film having a multi-layer structure of at least two 
layers, among which at least one layer is a layer containing a PET bottle-recycled 
material, wherein a heat shrinkage percentage in a maximum shrinkage direction of a 10 
cm square sample cut out from the film is 40 % or higher, under the condition that the 
square sample is immersed in hot water of 95 °C for 10 seconds and then immersed in 
water of 25°C for 10 seconds, to provide a heat-shrinkable polyester film which has 
excellent characteristics and which can be produced at a high rate, even when a PET 
bottle-recycled material is used. ~

The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a multilayer heat-shrinkable polyester 
film comprising at least one layer of a recycled PET bottle material, wherein the film comprises 
the recited polyester and has the recited shrinkage under the specified conditions. JP 2002-

6,451,445 fail to disclose the recited degree of shrinkage under the specified conditions; ITO ET 
AL '502 and TABOTA ET AL '929 and JP 2000-309071 and HAYAKAWA ET AL 
2004/0191493 and ITO ET AL 2005/1096563 and ITO ET AL 2006/0057346 and ITO ET AL 
6,720,085 and MORI ET AL '685 and HAYAKAWA ET AL 6,958,178 fail to disclose the use 
of recycled PET bottle polymer in heat-shrinkable films; BUONGIORNO ET AL '660 and 
KNEALE ET AL '212 fail to disclose heat-shrinkable films made of polyester; JP 10-138355 
and EP 0928683 and JP 07-3235 1 1 and KIMMEL ET AL ' 128 and TSUNEKAWA ET AL '898 
and HEBRINK ET AL '515 fail to disclose heat-shrinkable films.
